As soon as the 
frost thaws out of tho ground this 
Hpiing half a dozen pieces of vacant 
pSOpsftf will tH« plnw«d and tUllted 
over to the use of the Juvenile furiners 
The work DOgwl unth-r the Inspira- 
tion und dllloHun of Miss Stevens is 
certainly worthy of the highest SD> 
couragement and commendation. It 
takes up the boys and given them use- 
ful employment uml keeps them out of 
mischief. Tbey git the fri-.li air and 
develop brawn by swinging tho hoe.
